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Matthews, Times Correspondent, Says Brigade 
Fighters Were Given Places of Honor in 
Teruel Battle; Played Brilliant Role 


Americans and Canadians fighting for democracy in Spain 
added another page to their heroic record in the February 


fighting around Teruel. 

Herbert L. Matthéws, New York Times correspondent, in a 
dispatch yesterday told how the MacKenaie-Papineau, Lincoln 
and Washington Battalions were assigned the “place of honor” 
in the Teruel fighting and how they played a brilliant part on 
Feb. 15 when an attack on the Franco rear was necessary. Thé 
“Mac-Paps” led the assault in the chili. dawn and accomplished 
their objective in hand-to-hand fighting. Matthews’ dispatch 
their objective in hand-to-hand fighting. .Matthews’ dispatch, 
portions of which were deleted in late editions, continues: 

The MacKenzie-Papineau Battalion did not lose a man 
in the operation. 

Then came the turn of the Lincoln-Washington Bat- 
talion, which was accompanied by one Spanish battalion. 
There was nothing to choose between the two in that day's 
fighting, so whatever can be said for the Americans must 
also go for the Spaniards. ' 

Theirs was a much more difficult operation, for it had 
to be done in broad daylight and the position attacked was 
stronger and better defended. For one thing there were 
barbed-wire entanglements to gt over, and that proved a 
severe attack. | 

Taking cover like the veterans they now are, the Loy- 
alist battalions gradually converged on the hill. until. they 
approached the wire. Then came the slow, dangerous job 
of cutting through. 

At one exposed spot a call was made for volunteers 
from the Lincoln-Washington Battalion to go forward and 
make an opening for the others. Five men immediately 
responded and crawled up to the wire and got to work. 
They did their job, but two were killed and the three others 
were wounded. 

The barbed wire was passed, and the lines went for- 
ward. Soon they were close enough to throw grenades, 
and when they ran out of these some of the Americans, 
making good use of their baseball experience, picked up 
stones and threw them. 

At 5 o’clock the brigade staff, watching from a hill 
nearby, saw the entire line jump up and dash on the rebels 
i ntheir trenches. In two operations 120 prisoners and more 
than 200 rifles, 13 machine guns and 3 mortars were cap- 
tured.

A sub-committee of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee has already reported favorably 
the Murray-O’Connell resolution urging Con- 
gress and President Roosevelt to memorialize 
Gov. Merriam of California for Mooney’s 
pardon. 

The California State Assembly, which 
heard Mooney’s stirring indictment of the 
Tory labor haters yesterday, has twice passed 
resolutions for the heroic labor leader's par- 
don only.to have them killed by reactionaries 
in the Senate.

2 has been rewarded with a 8270, 000,000 
aul. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has agreed to give the Wall Street stockhold- 
ers and bondholders a 10 per cent increase in 
freight rates on scores of basic commodities, 
mainly farm products. 

The “roads are disappointed” reports a 
Wall Street paper. They wanted a $450,000,- 
000 increase, and, with the ink hardly dry 
on the latest I. C. C. decision, they are already 
setting up the usual beggarly whine for the 
next hand-out. . 

The fiction that the railroads are in a 


“plight” is one of the most amazing frauds | 


ever put over in American history. If ever 
there was a trustified clique which is getting 
fabulous returns on its “investment” it is the 
heavily swollen monopoly which controls our 
rail transportation. 

The latest gouge will only add to the 
ruination of thousands of American farmers 
and add another $270,000,000 to the cost of 
living of the American public. It will add 
a new distortion to the development of re- 
covery, and will deepen the crisis which is 
already upon us. 

This is admitted by Commissioner C. B. 
Aitchison of the I. C. C., who stated yesterday 
that: “a higher freight level will in the long 
run have an adverse effect upon the full 
measure of national recovery desired by all.”
